Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 and 11, it is unclear how the force adjustment portion differs from the 
already claimed holder tube and hold member. It would appear as if the hold member 
and the holder tube make up the force adjustment portion. If this is correct, the claim 
must not present this as a separate and distinct element from those already recited. 
Clarification and/or correction are required. 

In claim 10, it is unclear what "40 degree or lower" is referring to. 

In claim 1 1 , there is no antecedent basis for "the connected portion". 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3,9 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Matsuno, et al.-EP 0 738 501 A1.

Matsuno discloses a clip applier having a clip with a base 48a, 48b, clip hands 
49a, 49b; a holder tube 46a, a hold member 90 and a connecting member 37. 

Claims 1,3,6,9 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Kimura, et al.-2002/0045909 A1 . 

Kimura discloses a clip applier having a clip 1 with clip hands 2 and a base 
connected to a connecting member 3. The connecting member is inside a holder tube 8 
and inside the holder tube and around the connecting member is a hollow hold member 
4.
